When the dollar left the gold 
standard last April, Britain began 
a tentative stabilization of Its cur- 
rency in relation to the French 
franc, and French and British fi- 
nancial policies, after years of bit- 
ter antagonism, came togethei In 
a demand for stabilization of the 
dollar. 
Failure of a stabilization agree- 
ment Including- the dollar at the 
World Economic conference last 
summer was a bitter pill to 
-trench, and they sought unsuc- 
cessfully to persuade the British to 
commit themselves to keep the 
pound stable in relation to the 
franc. 


Forcing Dollar Down. 
Then there was still hope in 
England 
and France that 
the 
United States might* be willing to 
stabilize the dollar by autumn. No- 
vember has arrived with the Unit- 
ed States not only declining to sta- 
bilize its .currency, but talcing ag- 
gressive measures to force, it down, 
although indicating a desire to co- 
operate to avoid unnecessary dis- 
tUfbance to other currencies.

ANGLETON, Nov. 9.—W)—The 
bodies of Mrs. Callie Baker, 30, 
and Jeff Anderson, 25 years old 
oil field worker, both of West 
Columbia, were found 
in Mrs. 
Baker's home this morning. They 
had been killed with a shotgun. 


Sheriff Jimmle Martin immedi- 
ately began an investigation. He 
said the inquiry so far led him 
o believe that Anderson probab- 
y killed Mrs. Baker and then 
shot himself but that he was 
loldlng two men in jail here and 
nvestigatlng "other angles." 


The man and woman were found 
dead after a high school boy told 
officers about having heard cries 
or help coming from the dlrec-

BE LEGAL SOON IN 


NINETEEN STATES 


TWENTY-NINE STATES HAVE 
RETAINED STATE 
PROHI- 


BITION STATUTES 


NEW YORK, Nov. 8.—(<Pj—Llq- 
uor may legally be sold In 
19 
states when the last step in re- 
peal of the 18th amendment is 
taken in December. 


These states are: 
Arizona. 
California. 
Colorado. 
Connecticut. 
Delaware. 
Illinois. 
Louisiana. 
Maryland. 
Massachusetts, 
Montana. 
Nevada. 
New Jersey. 
New Mexico. 
New York. 
Ohio. 
Oregon. 
Rhode Island. 
Washington. 
Wisconsin. 
All the other states have either 


constitutional or statutory prohi- 
bition, and repeal of national con- 
stitutional prohibition leaves them 
unaffected. 


Twenty-Nine Dry States. 
Thirty-three 
states 
were 
dry 


when national 
prohibition 
was 
adopted. Now only 29 will be dry. 


Most of the 19 states In which 


liquor can be sold after the 36th 
ratifying convention is held, have 
already set up laws -to control 
the sale. Others have such laws 
under consideration. 


The status 
of a 20th 
state, 
Pennsylvania, depends upon a le- 
gal ruling to Interpret the state 
enforcement act. 


Tennessee comes technically un- 


der the listing of states that do 
not have prohibition, but a law 
that forbids the sale of liquor 
within four miles of a 
school 
makes it In fact a dry state. 


Under 
the 21st 
amendment 
which will repeal the 18th, no liq- 
uor may be transported into dry 
states. 
There is one exception- 


South Carolina—where the law al- 
lows the importation of one quart 
of ilquor per month to anyone 
who makes application to a coun- 
ty judge.
